Tho one least fancied was 
Eldorado, which flowed into Bonanza, 
Just »bovo Carmaok'8 Discovery claim. 
Even Daylight disliked the looks at El- 
dorado; but. still riding ols hunch, ho 
bought a halt ehar« la one claim on it 
for half a sack ot Hour. 
A month 


later, be paid eight hundred doHars for* 
tho adjoining claim. 
Three months 


later, enlarging this block at property, 
he paid forty thousand tor a third 
claim, and, though' it was oonoraleil 
in the futur*. he was destined, not 
Ions after, to pay ono hundred and 
fifty thousand for a fourth claim on 
tha creek that bad-been th« least liked 
ot all tho creeks.

Certainly,' 
ho hail ridden it far and away beyond 
the boldest, for no five of the luckiest 
hold tbo value In claims tbat he held. 
And, furthermore, ho was still riding 
the hunch, and 'with no diminution of 
'daring. 


Back in Dawson, though he remained 


truo to his word and never touched 
hand to pick and shovel, ho worked as 
hard as over In his life. He had' a 
thousand Irons In the fire, and they) 
kept him busy. 
Heavy as wero' his 


expenses, he won moro heavily. 
Ho 


took lays, bought halt share*, shared 
with the men he grub-staked, and made 
personal locations. Day and night his 
dogs wcro ready, and ho owned 'the 
fastest teams; 'so that when a stam- 
pede to a new discovery was on, It was 
Burning'Daylight to tbo foro through, 
the longest, 
coldest 
nights till ho 


blnz«d his stakes n«xt to Discovery. 
In one way or another (to eay notnln?
